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Clause 1: Own or part own a bicycle of the 
right size. 


dhe point of having a bicycle of your own 
(or at least a share in one) and not simply 


borrowing one for the test is to ensure that 


you have been, and will be, riding fairly 
regularly. Passing the testis important but 
to develop real cycling skill and be a good 
cyclist (which is what you want to be) you 
need to be riding a good deal both before 
and after the test, learning by experience. 
As with a motorist, passing the test is really 
only the beginning of a long process of 
learning and perfecting your riding. 

Having a bicycle of the right size is 
important both for comfort and for safety. 
The handlebar can be lowered and raised, 
as can the saddle, which can also be moved 
backwards and forwards. When you make 
any of these adjustments, be sure that the 
nut is tightened firmly afterwards. 

You may have to experiment a little bit 
before you get these adjustments exactly 
right. The saddle must not be so high that 
you have to stretch your legs uncomfort- 
ably when pedalling, but at the same time, 
unless you can straighten your legs almost 
to the full extent, you will not get the pedal- 
power you need. The handlebar should be 


just slightly higher than the saddle. 


It is important too that you can put 
one foot on the ground when you stop, 
remaining on the saddle, and leaning the 
bicycle slightly to the side. 


Clause 2: Ride your bicycle safely, using the 
brakes correctly. 


- Part of your safety will depend on 
having the right size of bicycle, properly 
adjusted, as mentioned above. 

Steady, comfortable cycling depends 
toa great extent oncorrect pedalling. Pedal 
with the soles of your feet — never with 
your heels or insteps. The up and down 


movement of your toes should come from 


the ankles. This gives more downward 
pressure on your pedals. If you find this 
instruction difficult to follow, get an expert 
cycling friend to demonstrate, or get the 
RoSPA leaflet on pedalling and braking 
which gives clear illustration. 

Another important part of good cycle 
Management is correct starting from the 


kerb. If your bicycle has gears, start in a low 


gear, but first look behind and don’t start 
until there is a clear space between you and 
traffic coming in the same direction that 
you want to go. Then give a clear right hand 
signal, arm raised to the level of the 
shoulder and move out slowly. 

Your bicycle will have front and back 
brakes, and it is important to see that these 
are in proper working order. Always test 
them before you set off. If when fully on, 
the brake lever almost touches your 
handlebar, then either the brake is not 
properly adjusted, or the brake blocks are 
badly worn, so have this attended to at once 
at your cycle shop. 

In normal braking when you are slow- 
ing down behind an obstruction or at a 
junction, use the rear brake gently first. 
This is usually the left hand lever (but make 
sure) and will leave your right hand free to 
make a slowing down signal. You can then 
gently apply the front brake. Never use the 
front brake alone. This can cause a bad§ 
skid, or throw you over the handlebar. 

In an emergency, of course, braking is 
rather different. A little child may run into 
the road in front of you after a ball, and you 
need to stop at once. Put both brakes on 
together and be ready to put your feet on 
the ground. If your brakes are good, your 
speed reasonable, and you yourself alert 
and watchful then you should be able to 
stop safely, even in an emergency of this} 
kind.
